The public is often amused and 
sometimes outraged at the attacks 
upon men, who, by chance, are 
placed in positions which draw 
upon them the fire of political criti- 
cism. It is really comical to a man 
who looks at it from an unpreju- 
diced standpoint, te see men who 
have practiced the loosest morals 
themselves, endeavor to convince 
people that another is a public 
enemy, because he fails to fall in 
with their ideas in the management 
of any. large interest which may 
be entrusted to his charge. Usually 
such interests are identical with 
those of the country in which they 
are located, but still there is no 
allowance made for that, and the 
owners are seized upon as a hobby 
by some party or faction of a party, 
and discussed in very candid lan- 
guage. The victim is soon made to 
appeur a tyrant by hig enemies, and 
a martyr by his friends, while, in 
truth, he is far from beirg either. 
He is more likely to be quite an 
ordinary sort of a man, engaged in 
doing the best for himself, practic- 
ing the principles held by the 
average man, his assailants in- 
cluded, which is to get the most 
they can for all they do and all they 
sell. They insist, however, upon 
his conducting his business upon an 
ideal line of rectitude and benevo- 
lence high above any known in 
commerce, consulting only the 
wishes and needs of his patrons, 
instead of the interests of his em- 
ployers, and they claim high re- 
wards from the public for their 
bitter and gross abuse of him, for 
refusing to yield to them.

This is, perhaps, a more 
important result than the election of 
Hoadly for Governor, because it is a 
point gained in the centest for con- 
trol of the Senate after March 4th, 
1885. Despite the venomous fight 
made against Pendleton by the Cin- 
oinatti Enquirer, his chances are now 
very fair to be his own successor. 
The Cincinatti delegation will be 
against him, of course, but will not 
refuse to vote for him if he gets the 
caucus nomination, and that he will 
not probably de. In the opinion of 
a prominent Ohio Democrat, inter- 
viewed by the Washington Star, the 
only source of danger for Pendleton 
is that Thurman may come into the 
field as a candidate, and he stands so 
easily head and shoulders above 
every other man in the State that 
Pendleton would have difficulty in 
standing against him.—S. F. Alta.
